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Madsen speaks at commencement 


Grads must choose what hat to wear ©

Truman G. Madsen, former. director of 
BYU’s Jerusalem Center for Near Eastern 
Studies, told 2,450 BYU graduates at the 
118th annual August commencement cere- 
monies Thursday in the Marriott Center 
that it is now their opportunity to replicate 
and upgrade the work of the centuries . 

He said this can be accomplished as they 
choose to wear the hats, or mantles, of a 
truth-seeking researcher, teacher, bridge- 
builder and family member. 

‘Madsen began by cautioning the graduates 
about the current state of the world. 

“You are going out into a world which may 
emerge in history as the one which trashed 
‘the most treasures and treasured the most 
trash,” he said. 

First, Madsen discussed the hat of a 
researcher. He reminded his audience that 


in knowledge there is power, adding that - 


God himself is powerful because of knowl- 
edge. 

“Whether you go on to graduate programs 
or not, aspire to bring yourself up to the 
frontier of some field or fields,” Madsen said. 
“Many of the best among us are those who 
learned in college how to learn and then 
became mostly self-educated.” 

Madsen told the graduates they will have 
to improve and rebuild their ships at sea, 
saying that if they did not get satisfaction 
out of their work they would know little sat- 
isfaction. : 

He then told the graduates to go where the 
challenge is. 

“If there is little difference between one 
person and another, that difference is impor- 


‘tant. Make the most of it. See that your dif- 


ference makes a difference,” he said. 

Second, Madsen discussed the graduates’ 
role as a teacher. 

“The University is at best. a prep school for 
a world where you will be asked to teach,” 


Madsen said. “Your livelihood and in any 
case your way of life will in part hinge on 
assignments to speak, respond, report and 
write.” 

Madsen characterized great teachers as 
being articulate, dedicated and competent. 
He said a great teacher also contains a cer- 
tain giftedness, contagiousness, clarity, zest 
and radiance. 

“If you in your own way can pull these 
traits together, you will be worth your 
weight in gold,” he told the graduates. 

Madsen also discussed the graduates’ role 
as a bridgebuilder. In the religious world, 
there is more that unites us than divides us, 
he said. 

“Our vision not only commends but com- 
mands the study of other faiths and philoso- 


‘phies, and presses you to befriend their 


advocates, even when they insist on enmity,” 
Madsen said. 

Madsen quoted Joseph Smith saying, “We 
must gather all the good and true principles 


in the world and treasure them up or we 
shall not come out true Mormons.” 

We must become increasingly literate in 
cultural philosophies and frameworks world- 
wide, Madsen said. 

Finally Madsen discussed the hat of a fami- 
ly member. 

“We inherit the distinguished teaching that 
the church is not the model for the family, 
but the family is the model for the church, 
the University and the community,” Madsen 
said. “Whatever your marital status, you are 
also a lively participant in these families.” 

Madsen concluded by saying at BYU he has 
been most challenged as a whole man, least 
lonely, most positively furthered and most 
richly fed. A debt he said neither he, nor the 
graduates, could repay. 

However, he said, “I presume to speak for 
your parents and your mentors in saying it 
will be enough for us if you not only accept 
but magnify the mantles that now descend 
upon you.”

Off-campus housing office 
to give keynote speech | helps with landlord problems

Students who feel they are being 
cheated by their landlords should 
first try to resolve the problem with 
the landlord and then, if nothing 
happens, contact the off-campus 
housing office. 

BYU’s off-campus housing objec- 
tives are to seek “to cultivate an 
environment in ‘approved off-cam- 
pus housing facilities where stu- 
dents may more easily realize their 
full potential—spiritually and aca- 
demically.” 

“If a problem persists, our office 
could take administrative action,” 
said Stephen E. Nielsen, an off- 
campus housing official. “We could 
place them on probation until it is 
resolved.” 

Withdrawal of University ap- 
proval will occur only after the 
Uni-versity has given the owner 
written notice of the violations or 
objections and a reasonable oppor- 
tunity to correct them. 

The off-campus housing office 
periodically checks BYU-approved 
housing complexes to see that they

are keeping their end of their 
agreement with the University. 

Craig Thomas, an off-campus 
housing official, said the office goes 
through a list of apartments and 
landlords systematically. 

“We didn’t used to notify the land- 
lord, but we want them to be pre- 
pared for us,” Thomas said. 

“We try to go by appointment, 
and the landlords have an obliga- 
tion to notify tenants within 24 
hours,” he said. “We used to do spot 
checking but we’ve been moving 
away from that in the last two or 
three years.” 


The housing office provides sever- 
al pamphlets which can help ten- 
ants resolve conflicts with BYU- 
approved landlords. 

Students contacting the housing 
office to help them resolve prob- 
lems must agree to allow the office 
to act as impartial mediator. The 
BYU off-campus housing office pro- 
motes the peaceful resolution of 
disputes through methods other 
than litigation. 

For example, concerning mainte- 
nance problems, “the landlord shall 
respond in a reasonable amount of 
time to any tenant complaints 
about a failure of the facilities to 
comply with the BYU minimum 
specifications.” 

The BYU Ombudsman’s Office 
also mediates housing disputes. It 
takes a legal stance with problems 
if necessary, said Melynda Thorpe, 
public relations director for the 
office. 

Jeffrey B. Teichert, BYU ombuds- 
man, is trying “to expand the role 
of the office and give it greater 
capacity to help students with non- 
legal problems, particularly prob- 
lems in the BYU community.”

opfion.@n. the property with the 
intent that private investors would 


come in to help purchase the prop- 
erty and develop the property into 
a museum,” Andersen said. _ 

Raynor said the city is committed 
to acquiring the academy, so some- 
thing useful will be done with it. 

“They’re not endorsing the 
dinosaur museum,” Raynor said. 
“They’re picking up the property, 
so. something attractive is tasteful- 
ly done for downtown Provo.” 

“I think the city is saying ‘we 
want to control the property and 
you guys get busy, raise the money 
and make something happen,” 
Raynor said. 

Andersen said only a small por- 
tion of the proposed dinosaur dis- 
play is currently on exhibit at the 
Earth Science Museum at BYU and 
that the Brigham Young Academy 
would provide more space for the 
collection. 

“Because our facilities are so 
small, we can only accommodate 
about 5 percent of our collection on 
display,” Andersen said:

She speaks five languages, gradu- 
ated last week with a degree in 
Russian, had a 3.8 GPA and plans 
to obtain an MBA degree.

Cougars favored 
to take WAC title

During last Saturday’s annual 
Media Day proceedings at Cougar 
Stadium, players were doing a lot 
of posing and smiling for cameras. 
They also spent a lot of time talk- 
ing to reporters about their high 
hopes for the 1993 season. And for 
good reason. The Cougars, picked 
by the media to win the conference, 
enter the upcoming year loaded 
with potential. 

BYU also began _ practice 
Saturday, which will continue 
through this week as the Cougars 
prepare for their season opener 
Sept. 4 against New Mexico in 
Albuquerque. BYU has 14 starters 
returning from last year’s team 
that finished 8-5 and won a share 
of the WAC crown. A position-by- 
position preview: 

QUARTERBACK: Unlike last 
year, the question of who will be 
playing quarterback isn’t too mud- 
dled. A year ago, remember, coach 
LaVell Edwards didn’t announce 
who would be his starter until 
hours before the season opener. 
This year, Edwards said John 
Walsh will be taking the first snaps 
during August practice. In other 
words, it’s his job to lose. 

In 1992 Walsh became the starter 
but was injured during the third 
game of the year against UCLA 
and redshirted the rest of the sea- 
son. This year, he feels more confi- 
dent and experienced as CEpoerd to 
last season. 

Backing up Walsh are juniors 
Tom Young and Steve Clements. 
The man who stepped in and guid-

Pres. Rex Lee and son Mike find their jobs rewarding

Regarding Mike Lee’s election to 
BYUSA in April, President Lee 
said Mike was very concerned with 


the fact that his father’s position at 
the University might have a nega- 
tive influence in his campaign. 

“T think if it had become fairly 
widespread knowledge, I don’t 
think he could have been elected 
because people would have been 
concerned about it becoming an ‘all 
in the family’ issue,” President Lee 
said. 

Despite this concern, President 
Lee said Mike does a better job 
than he does at not making it an 
“all in the family” situation. One 
example President Lee cited was 
with the Fourth of July parade in 
which it was suggested that the 
student body president drive 
President: Lee and his wife, Janet, 
through the parade, yet Mike 
refused in order to avoid the “all in 
the family” label. 

“It just shows the degrees at 
which he’ll go to show that his is 
one operation and mine is another 
and we don’t solve these problems 
at the Sunday dinner table. We 
solve them in the usual kind of 
processes going through Dean 
(Maren) Mouritsen and on up the 
line,” President Lee said. 

“We determined there would be 
some pros and cons to it politically 
because of the occupation that my 
father has,” Mike Lee said. “We 
determined it would be a net detri- 
ment to me in the election and that 
was something I had to deal with 
in deciding whether or not to run.” 

“He had a great one-liner he was 
going to use during his campaign if 
(the father/son issue) had become a 
problem,” President Lee said. “He 
was going to say, ‘Look, years ago 
my dad and I made a deal. He 
wouldn’t use me to further his 
career and I wouldn’t use him to 
further mine.” g 

Both President Lees have had 
leadership positions before. In high 
school, Mike Lee was a junior class 
officer and vice president for the 
Timpview student body. He served 
as a U.S. Senate page in 
Washington in 1987, where he 
gained his first real interest in poli- 
tics. 

Mike Lee first got involved in 
BYUSA because of “some things 
that troubled me a little bit about 
the student association and some 
improvements I thought could be 
made,” he said. 

“I decided that before I made any 
harsh judgments about the student 
association, I needed to get 
involved to find out what it was 
really like on the inside,” he said. 
“You really can’t be too critical of 
something until you’ve gotten 
involved in it.”

He started out as a volunteer pro- 
gram director and was later asked 
to be an officer. 

“T found that it was pretty enjoy- 
able, but I saw some things that 
could be changed to really benefit 
the students,” he said. The follow- 
ing January he applied to run for 
president of BYUSA. 

President Lee originally wanted 
to be a lawyer, he said. He spent a 
total of eight years working with 
the U.S. government in 
Washington, including time spent 
as assistant attorney general dur- 
ing the Ford administration. 

Throughout his life, President 
Lee said he never imagined himself 
being asked to be president at BYU 
and he “approached this job with 
great fear and trepidation because 
I had in mind it was a killer of a 
responsibility,” he said. 

He had always planned on a 
career teaching law half-time and 
spending the other half of his time 
doing court cases, he said. A major 
factor in his presiding at BYU was 
a decision he and his wife made 
when he was diagnosed with can- 
cer. “If there was anything the 
brethren wanted me to do, I would 
do it,” he said. 

Although he does not believe it is 
a good idea to try to follow in some- 
one else’s footsteps, Mike Lee can 
see a possibility of his career lead- 
ing him in similar paths as his 
father because of similar interests. 
Especially in the sense that he, too, 
plans to be an attorney, he said. 

As far as the father/son relation- 
ship goes, the two Lees have found 
that as presidents, they will 
remain strictly professional in their 
dealings with the University.

“There are still a lot of things I’ve 
postponed that I'll now be able to 
give attention,” Tuckett said. 

Tuckett earned a B.S. degree 
from the University of Utah in 
1953, and obtained a master’s 
degree from BYU in 1962, where he 
received his doctorate in 1978. 

“Coming to school everyday was a 
happy time,” Tuckett said. “T’ll 
miss the drama and pomp, and 
everything associated with game 
day. 

“The administration has been 
very supportive,” Tuckett said. “We 
just tried to make sure they 
weren't disappointed in our work. 
We appreciate them and tried to 
show that appreciation by the 
results of our labors, by achieving 
things that would make them 
proud.” 


Jensen served as the Dean of the 


18 years and has been the 
Associate Vice President of Student 
Life for the past two years. 

“Tt isn’t as if ’m coming into a 
new job with a new set of goals,” 
Jensen said. “I’ve been administra- 
tively responsible for BYU athletics 
for 20 years.” 

BYU Men’s Athletic Director will 
be added to Jensen’s associate vice 
president title Sept. 1st. His

Reader survives 
given 2 years eligibility

Seven-foot, 292-pound Australian, 
Corey Reader was granted eligibili- 


'ty Wednesday, August 11 by an 
NCAA committee. to. play two years 
‘of BYU basketball. 


Reader, and his size 16 feet, will 
be coming to BYU on a full three- 
year scholarship, which fills the 


. last scholarship opening available 


to the BYU basketball team this 
year. 

BYU officials said they knew 
Reader would lose at least one year 
of eligibility because he is a foreign 
student-athlete who has turned 21. 

Reader, who is from Brisbane, 
Australian, was given two years 
plus one year of redshirt status by 
an NCAA eligibility appeals com- 
mittee. He must first comply with 
three conditions the committee 
spelled out in information provided 
by Janet Justus, head of eligibility 
staff at the NCAA. 

The first condition requires 
Reader to repay $1,257 Australian 
dollars he received for developmen- 
tal and promotional camps. 

Reader said $1,000 falls under 
the category of promotional money 
he received for making public 
appearances at places like malls or 
stores for his former Australian 


' League team, the Sidney Kings. 


“The other $257 was money 
Reader was given out of high school 


.as part of a program to aid talented 
‘Australian athletes in their educa- 


tional pursuits, Reader added. 

To pay off the money Reader said 
he will need to get a loan from his 
mother, which he intends to pay 
back sometime in the future when 
he and his wife, Lisa Marie, can 
afford it. : 

The second condition set by the 
NCAA is that Reader must pay 
that money to BYU, who in turn, 
will donate the money to a bona 
fide charitable organization in any 
way the university chooses, as long 
as the donation does not benefit 
either BYU or Reader in any way. 

Third, Reader must redshirt for 


had. been 


one year to establish residency in 
the United States before he will be 
allowed to play his two seasons 
with the Cougars, giving him a 
total of three years at BYU. , | 

“I feel it is better for me to wait a 
year before playing,” Reader,said. 
“That will give me time to get'in 
shape.” 

Although Reader will be practic- 
ing and training with the rest of 
the basketball team, he will not be 
allowed to travel with the team to 
away games and can only sit with 
the team in plain close at home 
games during his redshirt ‘season, 
Reader added. 

This’ ruling came from an NCAA 
eligibility appeals committee com- 
posed of university athletic direc: 
tors and: faculty from Texas Tech,

George Madison, Northeastern and 
Mississippi who participated in a 
teleconference with Reader, BYU 
officials and NCAA staff members, 
said Pete Witbeck, BYU associate 
athletic director. 

“I felt like a great weight had 
been lifted,” Reader said. “I had 
been carrying around this weight 
for eight months.” 

He was recruited by Nevada-Las 
Vegas, Loyola-Marymount and 
New Mexico before being discov- 
ered by BYU. 

Reader added that none of the 
other schools were willing to deal 
with his eligibility status problem. 

His eligibility had been ques- 
tioned and denied by the NCAA 
Eligibility Committee, comprised of 
NCAA staff members, after his par-

Reader and BYU

the appeals committee. 

The appeals committee is 
designed to look at individual cir- 
cumstances of each player, Witbeck 
said. 

Witbeck added that the appeals 
committee looked at the fact that 
the cost of living is high in Sidney, 
Australia, and the $10,000 did not 
cover Reader’s expenses. 


Reader held two other jobs to — 


cover his expenses during that 
time, Witbeck said. 

The other question raised during 
the appeal was the status of the 
Sidney Kings as a professional 
team and Reader’s intentions when 
signing with the team. 

“The Sidney Kings are in a pro 
league but are still trying to get 
professional status,” Witbeck said. 
“They are a pro team but are in a 
probationary and waiting status.” 

The question then came down to 
whether Reader sought profession- 
al status when signing with the 
Sidney Kings, Reader said. ~ 

Reader played only 11 minutes in 
the Australian National Basketball 
League as the 10th man on an an 
11 man team. After one year with 
the Sidney Kings, Reader said he 
decided to come to the United 
States to further his basketball 
career in the NCAA. 

The decision to grant Reader eli- 
gibility came only one hour after 
the conclusion of the appeals com- 
mittee teleconference. 

“I’m just happy its come to a con- 
clusion,” Reader added. “I need to

The NCAA keeps a lot of football statistics, 
many simply in the name of determining 
how the game might be improved, if possible. 

Perhaps because the NCAA sees them as 
particularly arcane, some of those stats 
aren’t readily accessible. For example: 

Two-point plays 

Coaches should look hard at the stats con- 
cerning two-point attempts after touch- 
downs. In 1991, teams successfully converted 
two-point plays just 37.4 percent of the time, 
but last year that percentage jumped to 45.0. 

Fans love the play, and should be happy to 
hear that one out of every ten extra-point sit- 
uations in 1992:resulted in a two-point try. 

Tie games 

The NCAA even tracks ties. If you thought’ 
the tie game was disappearing faster than 
Bill Clinton fans, you were wrong. There 


were 14 ties in 1991, the same number as in 
1967. Granted, there were twice as many in 
1956, 28, but in 1954, there were but 15 tie 
games. 

You will be happy to note that there has 
only been one scoreless tie since 1979, and it 
came way back in 1983 when Oregon and 
Oregon State kissed sisters, 0-0. 

Of course, real BYU fans know the answer 
to the NCAA’s trivia question “What is the 
highest-scoring tie game ever?” - 

It happened Nov. 16,1991. Need a clue? 
The tie game’s architect was a Ty himself. 
BYU knotted San Diego State, 52-52 behind 
Ty Detmer’s late-game heroics. 

Game length 

Guess which conference is host to the 
longest games in the NCAA. The WAC, of 
course, where contests take an average of 
three hours and 16 minutes to play. 
Southern Conference games last just 2:46. 

Field Goal Trends 

The NCAA keeps close tabs on the number 
of field goals made per game, and the per- 
centage of successful field goal attempts. The 
Rules Committee actually attempts to con- 
trol the amount of scoring, seeking a balance 
between offense and defense. Field goals, of 
course, impact scoring. 

In 1990, a total of 48.8 points were scored 
in the average Division I-A football game. 
That marked a record high. In response, the

NCAA narrowed the goal posts from 23’4” to 
18°6”, making it more difficult to successfully 
kick field goals. It worked. 

Scoring dropped from 48.8 points per game 
to 46.2. The number of field goals kicked per 
game dropped from 2.16 to 1.77. The field 
goal percentage dropped from .670 to .596. 
The extra point kick didn’t exactly become 
precarious, but the percentage of successful 
PATs plummeted from a record-high 96 per- 
cent to 92 percent. 

Kickers were an endangered species. 
Coaches thought so. After that dismal year 
for kickers, coaches called for more two-point 
attempts in extra point situations, keeping 
their kickers off the field more than they had 
in years. But kickers rebounded, lifting the 
field goals made back up to 2.08 per game, 
and converting on 65 percent of their tries. 
They even raised their success rate on extra 
point kicks to 94 percent. 

The NCAA doesn’t know what to do next to 
slow down the kicking game. Prior to nar- 
rowing the goal posts, it had taken the kick- 
ing tee away on field goal and extra point 
attempts, and before that it had mandated 
that the ball be brought back to the line of 
scrimmage on missed field goals, discourag- 
ing teams from trying long field goals; previ- 
ously, a team could try a 50-yard field goal 
when it was on the 33-yard line and if the 
kick failed, the ball would be given to the

other team on the 20, a gain of 13 yards in 
field position by the team which had just 
‘failed.’ So, what is next? 

“The Rules Committee is now going to give 
up on trying to curtail the kicking game,” 
said John Adams, former chair of the NCAA 
Football Rules Committee. 


Addendum, dum 

A new book by David Lahey, “Athletic 
Scholarship: Making Your Sports Pay,” pur- 
ports to help high school athletes understand 
the scholarship game. It lavishes some 
praise on BYU, telling youngsters the bas- 
ketball program is 19th in the nation based 
on “recent NCAA tournament success and 
the academic environment.” 

Lahey lists BYU’s Men’s golf program fifth 
in the nation. Somehow, however, the book 
leaves the Cougars off the list of the top 30 
college football programs. Apparently, BYU 
isn’t successful enough on the football field, 
since it offers the same academics the bas- 
ketball team does. 

Of course, how much stock can be put in a 
book that spelled Brigham B-r-i-g-h-h-a-m 
twice? Or that has this statement about the 
parochial nature of BYU: “The principals 
(sic) of the Mormon faith are in force.”

Former quarterback 
ends football career 
to play pro baseball

While BYU’s football team is 
gearing up for the new season, the 
Cougars’ top quarterback last sea- 
son, Ryan Hancock, is launching 
his career as a baseball player. 

Last year at this time, Hancock 
was buried on the BYU quarter- 
back depth chart, listed at third 
string. He was looking forward to 
living his dream of becoming a big 
league pitcher and didn’t expect 
much playing time in a football 
uniform. 

But after a pair of bizarre injuries 
suffered by quarterbacks John 
Walsh and Steve Clements, 
Hancock came off the bench and 
led the Cougars to a 7-1 record and 
a bowl berth. Despite his success, 
he has ended his football career 
and is playing pro ball. 

Hancock, taken third in the sec- 
ond round pick by the California 
Angels in June’s Major League 
amateur draft, signed a five-year 
contract in late July that included 
a signing bonus of more than 
$200,000. 

He has spent the last week or two 
in Mesa, Ariz., at the Angels’ main 
facilities for training and observa- 
tion. Hancock may be sent to Boise 
to play in the Angels’ minor league 
system soon. 


‘Last spring, before the draft, 
Hancock pitched for the Cougar 


* baseball team while the hoards of 


scouts who came out to witness his 
fireball-throwing performances, 
which included 90-mile-an-hour 
heaters. 

But as recently as one month ago, 
Hancock was having difficulty com- 
ing to terms with the Angels and 
intimated that he might return to 
football and challenge for the start- 
ing quarterback spot. 

That’s all been laid to rest now, 
and Hancock is busy concentrating 
on moving up the Angels’ minor 
league chain. Cougar fans, though, 
won’t forget his contributions to 
BYU football. 

In 1992, Hancock, a Cupertino, 
Calif. native, completed 165 passes 
out of 288 attempts for 2635 yards 
and 17 touchdowns in eight games. 

He was pressed into action when 
Clements suffered a season-ending 
injury against Hawaii. He passed 
for 383 yards and two touchdowns 
against the Rainbows. 

At Wyoming, he threw for 408 


yards, three touchdowns and no - 


interceptions. 

Later in the season, Hancock was 
injured during the game against 
Utah and underwent anterior cru- 


ciate ligament surgery and has 


been rehabilitating since.

Steve Young could miss season opener 


ASSOCIATED PRESS — Former 
BYU quarterback Steve Young’s pre- 
season could be over. 

It was probably ended by a hairline 
fracture of his left thumb, suffered 
in the first quarter of the San 
Francisco 49ers’ 27-0 exhibition vic- 
tory over the Los Angeles raiders on 
Sunday. 

The real question is whether 
Young’s injury will heal in time for 
the 49ers’ regular season opener 
Sept. 5 at Pittsburgh. 

Young, last season’s MVP and 
passing leader and the highest-paid 
player in the NFL, says returning by 
the season opener won't be a prob 
lem. Team physician Dr. Michae 
Dillingham says there are no guar 
antees. 

Dillingham said Young would not 
need surgery, but will be sidelined | 
for three to four weeks. 

“It’s going to be in a splint for a + ss : 
while,” Dillingham said. “He possi- STEVE YOUNG 
bly would play the first regular sea- 
son game but that’s not for sure. We'll have to see how it goes. I don’t 
ee going to be terribly serious in the long run, although the timing 
is awful.” 

Young, who guided San Francisco to a league-best 14-2 mark in 1992, 
guaranteed he would be back by the regular-season opener and possibly 
for the preseason finale against San Diego on Aug. 28. 

“I expect to be out the shortest amount of time instead of the longest,” 
the left-handed Young said. “Right now the only problem ‘is in gripping 
the ball. I'll rest it for a couple of weeks and then see if I can grip the 
ball! If so, then, I’ll say, ‘Let’s go.’ There’s no way I'll miss any regular 
season games.” 

Young, who last month signed a five-year, $26.75 million contract, hurt 
the thumb on his passing hand during the 49ers’ second possession. His 
hand struck the helmet of a charging Aaron Wallace an instant after 
releasing a pass that fell incomplete. 

Young could be seen shaking his left hand in pain, but stayed in the 
game, scrambling 12 yards on the next play. x A S.

7 912 studen 
saves BYU 
with dream

In 1912, a student named 
| Alfred Kelly stood outside the 
partially-completed Maeser 
Building to give a commence- 
ment address to. the 
University’s first four-year 
graduating class. 

The Maeser Building was a 
symbol of the past, a statement 
of tradition and an anchor for 
the future. However, the 
University was experiencing a 
financial crisis and its future 
was in jeopardy. 

Even as graduation plans 
were being made, plans were 
also being made to sell the 
remainder of Temple Hill for 
development. The University’s 
survival depended upon the 
money the sale of the land 
could give. 

The graduation speech was to 
conclude with a sales pitch to 
the community leaders in 
attendance. When Alfred Kelly 
' was introduced as the gradua- 
tion speaker, he stood for sever- 
al minutes. Finally, he began to 
speak, explaining a vision he 
had received a few days earlier. 

One morning, he said, he 
stood by Maeser Building as 
the sun was waking up over the 
mountains. As the. light 
descended upon the valley 
below, he saw thousands of 
young people carrying books 
toward Temple Hill. He said 
the entire campus was filled 
with large, beautiful “temples 
of learning,” covering the top of 
the hill, expanding to the 
mouth of Rock Canyon. 

After explaining the vision, 
Alfred Kelly sat down. Not a 
word was said about the sales 
pitch. 

Jesse Knight jumped to his 
feet and said, “We won’t sell an 
acre. We won't sell a single lot.” 
He pledged several thousand 
dollars to the University. 
Others soon joined him in 
donating to the University’s 
future. 

The Student Alumni 
Association has chosen to focus 
on the vision of Alfred Kelly as 
its theme for the 1993-94 year 
as it celebrates its 100th 
anniversary.

celebrates 100 years

It’s been said that the strength of 
a university rests with its alumni. 
Faculty come and go, programs and 
policies change and buildings are 
replaced or expanded. However, 
alumni secure and support lasting 
relationships with a university that 
expand to future generations. 

BYU is no exception. May 1993 
marked the 100th anniversary of 
the BYU Alumni Association. 

“Relatively few alumni associa- 
tions have reached their centennial 
year, and BYU is one of the first in 
the western United States,” Ronald 
G. Hyde said in the February 1993 
issue of the Brigham Young 
Magazine. 

According to Brigham Young 
Magazine, “the BYU Alumni 
Association has assisted the 
University in remarkable ways for 
the past 100 years.” 

BYU Alumni Association was 
responsible for raising funds and 
arranging the construction of 
College Hall, the Training Building 
and the Education Building located 
on “lower campus” and the Maeser 
Memorial Building on “Temple 
Hill.” 

Furthermore, the Alumni 
Association helped fund the origi- 
nal stadium and stadium house, 
located on the west slope of Temple 
Hill, as well as the original Joseph 
Smith Memorial Building. 

Additionally, alumni began a stu- 
dent union fund during World War 
II that helped build the Smith 
Fieldhouse and the Memorial 
Lounge in the Wilkinson Center. | 

The Alumni Association also 
helped plan and fund the present 
stadium, the Marriott Center and 
the football stadium expansion. 

“There were times in 1887 and 
1888 that the board of trustees 
seriously considered closing the 
school,” said Raymond E. Beckham 
in the May 1993 issue of Brigham 
Young Magazine. “BYU had been 
fund-raising since the early days... 


From that day forward, the school’s 
leaders have turned to its alumni 
and friends for help with special 
projects.” 

One of those projects took place in 
1912 when the Alumni Association 
bought 42 acres on Temple Hill. 
The land was going to be used as a 
subdivision, but it was soon trans- 
ferred to BYU, “a move that 
expanded University-owned land 
all the way from the original 
Academy Building near downtown 
to the mouth of Rock Canyon,” 
according to the February issue of 
Brigham Young Magazine. 

In 1923 BYU President Franklin 
S. Harris announced that all new 
University buildings would be con- 
structed “on the hill.” 

Today, the Alumni Association 
serves 281,000 alumni, and is open 
to all graduates, former students, 
employees and members of the 
Board of Trustees of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

“The purpose of the association is 
to maintain relationships between 
the graduates and University,” said 
George Bowie, executive director of 
the BYU Alumni Association. “The 
Alumni Association has matured, 
therefore, the programming is dif- 
ferent today than it was in the 
early years. 

Bowie said the Alumni 
Association is focusing on a replen- 
ishment program that allows alum- 
ni, as well as present-day students, 
to serve the University in its acade- 
mic pursuits. 

Furthermore, the Alumni 
Association is focusing on expand- 
ing its regional councils. 

“The 40 regional councils are 
organized for the purpose of sup- 
porting BYU in areas all over the 
world,” said James Burton, director 
of Alumni Services. “Our key focus 
is to expand to other countries.” 

Bowie said it is a significant thing 
when any organization has lasted 
as long as the BYU Alumni 
Association, and it is worthy of cel- 
ebrating.

UVSC provides an

Recent concern has been expressed by prospective 
BYU students and their parents: Admission to BYU 
is becoming more and more difficult as a growing 
number of high school graduates look to BYU as their 
college education dreamland. 

While the number of incoming freshmen is carefully 
monitored, and the enrollment cap strictly enforced at 
BYU, Utah Valley State College stands at the bottom 
of Orem Hill with arms wide open. 

A neighbor to BYU since 1941, UVSC has been tradi- 
tionally tagged Utah County’s technical alternative to 
post-secondary academia. However, the two-year 
“trade teeth’ community college is transforming into a 
flourishing four-year state institution. 

In 1982, UVSC enrolled approximately 4,500 stu- 
dents, In 1993, student enrollment reached more than 
10,000. © 

Bob Rasmussen, UVSC college relations coordinator, 
said UVSC is an excellent alternative to students who 
are unable to get into BYU. “Students can live in a 
BYU community and attend UVSC,” he said. 

UVSC students are able to live in BYU housing, 
attend BYU wards and participate in the BYU Family 
Home Evening program. “The only difference is where 
they take their classes,” Rasmussen said. 

UVSE€ “is a second chance for a lot of students,” 
Rasmusseén said. After 32 hours of college credit, BYU 
no longer looks at high school grade point average or 
ACT scores. “Just your college transcripts,” he said. 

Many students come to UVSC to “make up for the 
good ‘ole days in high school,” Rasmussen said. 

In July, UVSC changed its name from Utah Valley

Community College and announced the implementa- 
tion of several four-year programs. The college now 
offers four-year degrees in computer science and infor- 
mation systems, business management and technolo- 
gy management. 

Previously, students at UVSC were required to 
transfer to a four-year school, like BYU or the 
University of Utah, to obtain a bachelor’s degree. 
Now, students can obtain the degree without transfer. 

The school continues to offer state-of-the-art special- 
ty training in technical areas. 

Not only are student enrollment and college pro- 
grams growing at UVSC, so is the physical campus. 
Last month, UVSC celebrated the dedication of its 
new Sorensen Student Center and the Carol Reid 
Memorial Atrium in the campus library.

Many missionaries struggle with 
challenges of returning home — 
some more than others. Recently, a 
support group for strggling 
returned missionaries and their 
parents was formed by 28-year-old 
Spencer McDonald and his mother

In 1983, Spencer was called to 
serve a mission for the’ Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
in England.

Utah home in September, and 
three months later returned suffer- 
ing from a severe chemical imbal- 
ance affecting neurotransmitters of 
the brain. 

Spencer said he has since learned 
that a lot of missionaries return 
home with some form or degree of 
mental illness. Missionaries serve 
during the time (18 to 24 years) 
when they are most prone to the 
appearance of mental illness. 

Common symptoms of mental ill- 
ness disorders are excessive sleep- 
ing, prolonged or severe depres- 
sion, social withdrawal, personality 
change, abnormal heart palpita- 
tion, exaggerated feelings of guilt, 
panic or nervousness and strange 
thoughts. 

“Everything is blown out of pro- 
portion,” Spencer said, “A person 
who is suffering feels there is no 
way anyone could possibly be feel- 
ing or having these strange 
thoughts,” he said. “They (the 
thoughts) keep them sheltered and 
make them withdraw from family 
and friends.” 

Kathy Hoshimotto, of the Utah 
Alliance for the Mentally Ill, said 
the added stress of missionary 
work and change can trigger men- 
tal illness in a young person. This 
support group has been formed to 
let missionaries know “they’re not 
the only ones,” Hoshimotto said. 

Celeste Bowers-Irons, executive 
director of the Utah Mental Health 
Association, said people need to 
remember that mental illness is a 
disease, not a weakness. Just like 
diabetes or heart disease, mental 
illness can be treated with proper 
diagnosis. 

“Don’t be afraid to ask for help,” 
Spencer said. “This is an illness, 
not something to be ashamed of.” 

The McDonald’s have been work- 
ing with suffering returned mis- 
sionaries since Spencer’s recovery 
six years ago. The support group 
was formed in conjunction with 
UAMI to provide personal help and 
therapy to returned missionaries 
and their families who are affected 
by mental i!Iness. 

The Church does not sponsor or 
fund the support group, “but we

other things that makes the work easier. 

Arlen Clement, a consultant from Orem, helps peo- 
ple who use the genealogy computer programs in the 
center. Clement assists with family history computer 
programs including Personal Ancestral File (PAF), 
Temple Ready and the Ancestral File which, according 
to Clement, has about 12 million names in it. 

The center has 13 computers that handle the Temple 
Ready and Ancestral File programs and eight comput- 
ers that are capable of working the Personal Ancestral 
File program. 

“They used to keep everything on pieces of paper . 
it (a computer) keeps everything straightened out .. it 
takes all the bookkeeping chores out of genealogy,” 
Clement said. “These programs almost take away all 
the excuses for not doing genealogy.” 

Many users of the center are older people who par- 
ticipate in the Elderhostel program. 

Carolyn Ball, campus coordinator for Elderhostel at 
BYU, said 1, 800 colleges and universities host the pro- 
gram. She said BYU has an intense Elderhostel pro- 
gram because the participants learn so much. 

The program at BYU includes a beginning course, 
intermediate course and a two-week advanced course 
in Salt Lake City. 

Ball said BYU hosts about 1,600 people each year 
during the 40 weeks the University participates in the 
program. 

Millie Parson, an Elderhostel participant from 
Prescott, Ariz., said she has done some research 
before but is trying to further trace her ancestors. 

“It?s very interesting. I like to do puzzles and it’s 
kind of like a puzzle. It’s a challenge,” she said. 

Parkinson said there is only one family history 
library located in Salt Lake. 

The other 2,000 or so national and international 
facilities are satellite centers.
